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Stingers open cage season with doubleheader vs. McGill 


The Concordia Stinger basketball teams will play their QSSF home-openers this Friday night in 
the Concordia gym on the Loyola campus. 

The women’s team comes off a tough preseason schedule that saw the Stingers play five 
games versus CIS Top 10 teams. Concordia defeated No. 9 Manitoba and played No. 3 Memorial 
tough three times. Head coach Keith Pruden hopes the strong competition will have his team ready 
for the grind of the QSSF conference. 

“We are a fairly small team, in that we only have one player over six foot,” he says of his team’s 
season outlook. “Against bigger squads we are going to have to rely on our quickness and overall ath- 
letic ability, which are excellent. We graduated our two leading scorers from last year Kristina Steinfort 
and Marie-Pier Veilleux, and | am not sure yet whether we are going to have a smaller number of con- 
sistent scorers like those two, or a lot of people who will contribute in different games.” 

The Stingers will look to veteran forwards Jennifer Neill and Rosie Douglas for leadership. 
Suards M.J. Raposo and Pascale Morin are the leading scorers in the preseason. 

The Stingers finished the 2001-02 season in second place in the QSSF with a 9-6 record. The 
McGill Martlets, who the Stingers face Friday at 6 p.m., posted a 4-11 record last season, finishing in 
third place. 

The men’s team comes off the preseason with a 4-4 record. The Stingers will look to all-star 
guard Philippe Langlois to lead the Stingers through the QSSF schedule. He had an outstanding pre- 
season. He was named MVP at the Concordia tournament and was an all-star at the Wilfrid Laurier 
and Winnipeg tournaments. He averaged 11 points and six assists a game in the preseason. 

Concordia finished the 2001-'02 season in last place with a 2-13 record. The McGill Redmen, 
who tip off against the Stingers at 8 p.m. on Friday, finished tied in first place with a 12-3 record. 


Hockey’s Chris Page takes aims at OUA scoring leaders 


Left wing Chris Page of the men’s hockey team has slowly been moving up the leaders’ ranks 
in OUA scoring this season.
